ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children. 

Whereas  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  this  State  have  formed  an  associa- 
tion for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating  and  provid- 
ing for  friendless  and  destitute  children  ;  and,  whereas,  the  Legisla- 
ture of  this  State  is  willing  to  encourage  such  purposes  ;  therefore, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  That  Matthew  Newkirk,  Elijah  G.  Cattell,  James  H. 
Stevens,  George  W.  N.  Custis,  J.  Earl  Atkinson,  Joseph  C.  De  La 
Cour,  Joseph  T>.  Eeinboth,  Eobert  B.  Potts,  Jesse  "W.  Starr,  Edmund 
E.  Head,  John  K.  Graham,  Benjamin  H.  Browning,  Solomon  M.  Stim- 
son,  Philander  C.  Brinck,  John  Aikman,  Thomas  P.  Carpenter,  Elisha 
V.  Glover,  Thomas  B.  Atkinson,  Isaac  L.  Lowe  and  Peter  L.  Voorhees, 
and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a  body 
politic  in  law  and  fact  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "The  Camden 
Home  for  Friendless  Children, "  and  by  that  name,  style  and  title 
shall  have  perpetual  succession  with  power  to  have  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  change  at  pleasure  ;  to  make  contracts  relative  to  the  insti- 
tution ;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  and  by  that 
name,  style  and  title  to  be  capable  of  taking,  holding,  purchasing  and 
conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of  said  corporation  ; 
provided,  the  annual  income  of  such  estate  shall  not  exceed  six  thousand 
dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  any  other  purpose  than  those  for  which 
this  association  is  formed  ;  to  fix  the  quorum  of  the  board  of  managers 
and  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  requi- 
site to  establish  such  other  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  judge  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  due  management  of 
the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  ;  provided,  that  the  same  be  not  re- 
pugnant to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

2.  Be  it  enacted,  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  "The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children"  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  or  upward,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  said  "Camden 
Home  for  Friendless  Children"  while  such  person  so  contributes^  and 
every  person  who  shall  pay  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber for  life. 


3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said 
•"Camden  Home  for  Friendless  Children"  shall  be  conducted  by  a  board 
of  managers  consisting  of  twenty-four  ladies,  and  a  board  of  trustees 
consisting  of  twenty  gentlemen,  and  the  members  of  said  corporation 
shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such  hour  and  place 
as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect  by  ballot  a  board  of 
managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to 
serve  for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  six  to  serve  for 
four  years  ;  and  also  a  board  of  twenty  trustees,  five  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  five  for  two  years,  five  for  three  years,  and 
five  for  four  years  ;  and  the  members  of  said  corporation  shall  annually 
thereafter,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  elect  six  managers  and  five  trus- 
tees to  serve  for  four  years,  and  shall  then  and  there  elect  a  manager  or 
managers,  trustee  or  trustees,  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that 
might  be  occasioned  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  or  neglect  or 
refusal  to  act  of  any  manager  or  trustee  ;  provided  that  the  managers 
now  acting  and  the  trustees  now  acting  and  mentioned  as  corporators  in 
this  act  shall  continue  to  act  until  others  shall  be  elected  ;  and  provided 
further,  that  in  case  an  election  shall  not  be  held  at  the  time  provided,  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten  days'  notice  before  another  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  ;  and  provided,  that  notice  of  an  election  shall  be 
given  at  least  one  week  in  two  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Camden,  prior 
to  the  time  of  holding  said  election. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  managers 
and  trustees,  in  their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship  all 
children  who  may  be  placed  under  their  care  and  management  in  either 
of  the  following  modes  :  first,  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who 
shall  be  voluntarily  surrendered  by  their  fathers,  or  in  case  of  death  or 
absence  by  their  mothers  or  by  their  guardians  in  the  care  of  said  man- 
agers and  trustees  by  an  agreement  or  declaration  in  writing;  second, 
children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may  be  committed  to  the  care 
of  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
this  State,  or  of  the  Circuit  Court,  or  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  the  County  of  Camden,  or  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Camden,  on 
account  of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  or  the  neglect,  or  abandonment 
of  said  children  by  their  parents,  parent  or  guardian,  or  other  people 
having  custody  of  said  children,  and  in  case  of  poor  children  under  the 
age  above  mentioned,  contemplated  by  the  twelfth  and  twenty-fifth  sec- 
tions of  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
settlement  and  relief  of  the  poor,"  approved  April  tenth,  eighteen  hun_ 
dred  and  forty  six,  it  shall  be. lawful  for  the  person  therein  authorized 
to  bind    out  such    children,  to   commit  the  same  by  an  agreement  or 
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declaration  in  writing,  signed  by  said  persons  required  to  sign  such  chil- 
dren's  indentures,  to  the  care  and  management  of  such  trustees  and 
managers. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have 
the  guardianship  of  said  children  so  placed  under  their  care  and  man- 
agement during  their  minority,  shall  cause  them  to  be  educated  and  in- 
structed in  a  proper  manner,  and  may,  when  in  their  discretion  it  shall 
appear  proper,  bind  the  said  children,  with  their  consent,  as  apprentices 
during  their  minority,  to  such  persons  and  such  places,  and  to  learn 
such  trades  and  employments,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  managers 
and  trustees  will  be  the  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of 
said  children  ;  fwovided,  that  the  charge  and  power  of  the  said  managers 
and  trustees  over  and  upon  said  children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of 
females,  extend  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  or  the  said  managers 
and  trustees  in  their  discretion  may  return  the  said  children  to  their 
parents  or  surviving  parent  or  guardians. 

6.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  property  of  the  said  corporation,  held 
or  occupied  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  their  incorporation,  shall  be 
freed  from  all  taxes  to  be  levied  under  the  authority  of  this  State  ;  and 
no  person  shall  lose  or  acquire  a  legal  settlement  by  residence  in  the 
home  to  be  provided  by  said  corporation. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  April  6,  1865. 


CONSTITUTION. 


AKTICLE  I. 

This  society  shall  be  called  "The  Camden  Home  for  Friendless 
Children  ;"  the  object  and  design  of  which  are  to  afford  a  home,  food, 
clothing  and  schooling  for  destitute  or  friendless  children,  and,  at  a 
suitable  age,  to  place  them  with  respectable  families  to  learn  some  useful 
trade  or  occupation. 

AKTICLE  II. 

Any  person  who  shall  annually  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar 
before  the  first  of  May  shall  be  a  member  of  this  Society,  and  any 
person  who  shall  pay  at  one  time  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  shall  be  a 
member  for  life. 

AETICLE  III. 

This  Society  shall  meet  annually  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  .pub- 
lic notice  of  which  shall  be  given  at  least  one  week  previous  in  two  or 
more  newspapers.  Within  four  days  after  the  annual  meeting,  the 
Trustees  and  Managers  shall  meet  and  elect  their  officers,  Matron  and 
Teacher.  They  shall  also  at  the  same  time  appoint  the  following  Com- 
mittees :  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission,  House  Committee, 
Committee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies,  Committee  on  Education. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Society  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  preside. 

AETICLE  IV. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  request,  in  writing, 
of  five  members,  to  be  called  by  the  President,  or;,  in  his  absence,  by  the 
Vice-President,  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

AETICLE  V. 

For  the  better  government  of  the  House,  there  shall  be  a  Board  of 
Managers,  to  consist  of  twenty-four  ladies,  to  whom  shall  be  entrusted 
the  management  of  its  affairs,  except  as  hereinafter  designated,  to  be 
chosen  at  the  meeting  of  the  Society  in  May.  They  shall  have  power 
to  choose  their  own  officers,  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  Board,. 
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and  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  they  may  deem  fit  and  proper,  not  repug- 
nant to  this  Constitution  ;  and  five  managers  shall  form  a  quorum  for 
business. 

AETICLE  VI. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  twent\'  gentlemen,  to  be  chosen 
by  the  Society  in  May,  at  their  annual  meeting.  They  shall  choose 
their  own  officers,  till  all  vacancies  that  occur  in  their  own  Board,  and 
make  all  needful  By-Laws  and  Kegulations  not  repugnant  to  the  Con- 
stitution ;  and  three  members  shall  be  a  quorum. 

AETICLE  VII. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  meet  statedly  every  quarter.  They  shall 
have  the  control  and  management  of  the  real  estate,  investments,  per- 
sonal securities  and  all  funds  of  the  Society,  except  such  as  are  collected 
by  the  Managers  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Home. 

They  shall  superintend  the  indenture  of  the  inmates,  and  afford 
advice  to  the  Managers  when  requested. 

AETICLE  VIII. 

At  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Trustees,  the  Managers  shall  make  a 
written  report  of  their  transactions,  and  shall  make  and  receive  such 
suggestions  as  the  interests  of  the  institution  may  require. 

AETICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  except  at  an  annual  or  special 
meeting  of  the  Society,  at  which  not  less  than  ten  members  shall  be 
present. 


BOARD   OF   MANAGERS.

AKTICLE  I. 

Stated  meetings  of  the  Managers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday 
of  each  month,  at  4  P.  M. 

ARTICLE  II. 

At  a  special  meeting,  to  be  held  within  four  days  of  the  aunual  meet- 
ing, the  managers  shall  elect  from  their  own  number  the  following 
officers  :  a  President,  two  Yice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  and  the  following  Standing  Com- 
mittees, viz  :  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission,  House  Com- 
mittee, Committee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies,  Committee  on  Education. 
They  shall  also  at  this  meeting  elect  a  Matron  and  Teacher  and  such 
other  officers  and  care-takers  as  may  be  necessary. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Duties  of  President  and  Board  of    Managers. 

The  President,  or  in  her  absence  one  of  the  Yice-Presidents,  shall  at 
the  time  appointed  take  the  chair,  open  the  meeting  with  reading  a 
portion  of  Scripture  and  Prayer,  call  for  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
meeting,  preserve  order,  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  give  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie,  and  shall  be  ex-officio 
member  of  all  committees. 

ARTICLE  IY. 

Of    Secretaries. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  minute  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Board,  issue  all  notices,  make  all  written  communications  directed 
by  the  Board,  and  have  charge  of  all  documents  and  records  not 
connected  with  the  office  of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  correspondence, 
prepare  the  annual  report  and  preserve  copies  of  all  her  communica- 
tions. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  collected  by  the  Managers  for 
the  current  expenses  of  the  Home,  make  no  payments  except  upon  a 
written  order  of  the  President,  and  keep  a  fair  account  of  receipts  and 
expenditures,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Managers.  She  shall  make  a  monthly  summary  of  her  receipts  and 
expenditures  to  the  Board,  and  an  annual  report  to  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  and  Dismission  shall  meet  at  the 
Home  every  Thursday  afternoon  at  four  o'clock.  To  this  Committee 
all  applications  for  admission  shall  be  referred,  and  by  it  decided. 
This  Committee  shall  keep  a  book  of  registr}^,  in  which  they  shall  enter 
the  name  and  age  of  every  child  received,  also  the  date  of  admission, 
whence  and  from  whom  received  ;  if  the  child  has  near  connections, 
note  the  degree  of  kindred  and  residence  of  the  same  ;  ascertain 
whether  the  children  have  had  the  measels,  hooping  cough,  small-pox, 
or  scarlet  fever,  or  whether  they  have  been  vaccinated.  These  particu- 
lars shall  have  a  place  on  the  record,  together  with  other  circumstances 
which  may  be  of  importance  to  them  or  to  the  Institution  at  a  future 
day.  If  brought  by  a  parent,  obtain  his  or  her  signature  to  the  form 
which  is  provided  for  the  same.  When  the  child  is  brought  by  his 
friend  or  well-wisher,  call  in  the  aid  of  the  President,  or  some  other 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  secure  the  approval  of  a  Judge  of 
a  Court  of  Record.  When  the  children  are  placed  out,  state  particularly 
with  whom,  the  residence  or  occupation  of  the  master  or  mistress,  and 
particularly  note  the  day  of  removal  from  the  Home,  whether  by 
death  or  otheiwise;  also  the  change  of  place  which  may  occur  with 
some  of  our  wards. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Of  the   Committee  on  Household. 

The  Household  Committee  shall  visit  the  Home  once  a  week,  and 
oftener  if  necessary.  They  shall  see  that  its  affairs  are  administered 
with  order,  prudence  and  economy  ;  also  that  proper  attention  is  paid  to 
the  habits,  manners  and  persons  of  the  children  ;  also  that  peace, 
harmony  and  domestic  religion  are  cultivated.      They  shall  also  keep  a 
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book  for  the  purpose  of  entering  all  gifts  and  benefits  conferred  on  the 
Institution,  which  do  not  appear  on  the  Treasurer's  Record.  They 
shall  make  a  weekly  call  on  the  Matron  for  a  report  in  writing  of  the 
same. 

AETICLE    VIII. 

Of  the    Committee  on  Purchases  and  Supplies. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  the 
Home,  and  make  all  necessary  purchases  for  the  same.  The  care  of 
this  Committee  also  shall  extend  to  the  children's  wardrobe. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

Of  the  Committee  on  Education. 

This  Committee  shall  direct  the  course  of  instruction,  visit  the 
school  weekly,  and  provide  furniture,  books  and  whatever  may  be  needed 
for  the  use  of  the  school. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  above  named  Committees  shall  render  monthly  reports  to  the 
Board,  all  of  which  shall  be  in  writing,  as  well  as  all  resolutions  and 
resignations.  * 

ARTICLE  XI. 

The  Board  shall  .be  divided  into  Committees  for  the  purpose  of  col- 
lecting funds  for  the  support  of  this  Institution,  which  Committee 
shall  report  monthly. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

By  special  permission  of  the  Board,  children  under  peculiar  circum- 
stances, of  all  ages,  may  be  temporarily  sheltered  until  some  provision 
can  be  made  for  them. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

All  communications  intended  for  publication  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  for   their  approval. 

ALTICLE  XIY. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  at  any  stated  meeting  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  notice  having  been  given  at  a  previ- 
ous meeting. 


TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 


The  Managers  of  the  Home  offer  the  following  report: 

The  number  of  children  cared  for  during  the  year,  which  has  just 
closed,  is  seventy-six  ;  thirty-eight  being  under  our  care  at  date  of  last 
annual  report.  Thirty-eight  have  been  received  during  the  year, 
thirteen  returned  to  their  friends,  one  indentured,  three  others  are  out, 
but  not  yet  indentured,  one  placed  in  the  State  Industrial  School  for 
girls,  at  Trenton  ;  one  ran  away  and  two  died.  There  are  forty-six  in 
the  home  at  present,  of  whom  twenty-nine  are  boys. 

Each  year  adds  to  the  number  of  applicants,  while  the  contributions 
have  not  increased  in  the  same  ratio.  The  additional  help  received 
through  the  different  churches  in  this  city,  and  one  or  two  of  the  neigh- 
boring towns,  was  exceedingly  opportune,  corning  to  us  at  a  time  when 
our  treasury  was  entirely  exhausted. 

The  year  which  has  just  closed  has  been  one  of  more  than  ordinary 
trials,  and  the  first,  during  a  period  of  ten  years,  in  which  a  death  has 
occurred.  There  has  been  more  sickness  than  usual  among  the  inmates, 
twenty-five  being  confined  to  bed  at  the  same  time  with  measles.  Two 
deaths  have  occurred  ;  one  who  was  an  invalid  almost  from  infancy,  and 
whom  most  visitors  at  the  Home  will  remember  as  "Little  Katie,"  died 
February  27th  ;  the  other  being  a  young  child  named  Thomas  Hughes, 
who  was  suffering  from  neglect  and  exposure,  when  brought  to  the 
Home,  was  taken  with  measles  and  died  April  9th.  A  statement 
relative  to  the  health  of  the  children  has  been  submitted  by  the  attend- 
ing physician,  Dr.  H.  Genet  Taylor,  whose  time  and  attention  have 
been  heavily  taxed  during  the  winter,  and  to  whom  our  warmest  thanks 
are  due  for  the  services  he  has  rendered. 

The  Home  has  also  suffered  a  loss  in  the  death  of  one  of  its  managers, 
Mrs.  A.  G.  Cattell,  who  had  been  associated  with  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers from  its  organization  until  her  death. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  at  our  last  anniversary  meeting,  the 
offer  of  a  subscription  of  $1000  was  made  by  a  lady  towards 
paying    off    the     mortgage    debt    of     S4000     then    existing     against 
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the  Home,  on  condition  that  the  balance  of  $3000  would  be 
contributed  by  others  within  a  year.  Strenuous  efforts  were  made 
by  a  special  committee  of  the  trustees  by  printed  appeals  to  a 
large  number  of  persons  in  West  and  South  Jersey,  and  by  personal 
applications  to  raise  this  sum.  Success,  however,  only  attended  these 
efforts  to  the  amount  of  $1850, — $500  more  was  subscribed  by  one  gen- 
tleman of  Camden,  who  holds  it  in  reserve  until  the  whole  shall  be 
realized.  The  $1000  subscription,  together  with  sundry  smaller  onesr 
was  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  and  with  these  he  has 
liquidated  $1500  of  the  principal  of  the  mortgage,  leaving  $2500  still 
due. 

We  trust  that  the  balance  may  yet  be  obtained,  and  appeal  to  those 
who  appreciate  the  importance  of  such  an  institution  as  ours  being  free 
from  debt  to  assist  us  in  so  good  a  work.  The  labor  of  collecting  our 
annual  household  expenses  is  onerous  enough,  without  the  extra  tax  of 
paying  interest. 

A  work  of  benevolence  and  humanity  like  this  should  not  be  depend, 
ent  upon  a  few  persons  for  its  sustenance  ;  it  is  a  matter  of  too  much 
importance  to  be  treated  with  indifference,  or  left  struggling  with  debt 
and  weighed  down  with  discouragements.  Without  exception,  no 
charity  in  this  or  any  other  city  more  eloquently  appeals  to  the  benevo- 
lence and  liberality  of  the  people  at  large,  for  the  cry  of  the  helpless 
child,  left  desolate  and  forlorn,  can  never  fail  to  arrest  the  attention 
even  of  those  whom  prejudice  or  callousness  may  have  rendered  cold  in 
the  cause  of  true  philanthropy. 

Through  the  kindness  of  certain  individuals  who  have  given  their 
time  and  talents  in  different  ways,  we  have  received  pecuniary  aid  Avhen 
it  was  greatly  needed  ;  but,  apart  from  the  debt  on  the  building,  which 
should  be  promptly  wiped  out,  it  may  be  well  to  mention  that  donations 
of  clothing,  provisions  and  money,  without  which  no  charitable  institu- 
tion can  exist,  will  be  thankfully  received. 

The  Board  desire  to  tender  their  thanks  to  all  who  have  so  cheer- 
fully responded  to  our  frequent  appeals  for  aid  ;  and  we  repeat  the 
invitation  to  all  who  feel  an  interest  in  this  work,  to  visit  the  Home, 
and  see  for  themselves  the  good  their  gifts  accomplish.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Board  of  Managers  of   the    Camden  Home 
for  Friendless  Children  : 

The  past  year  having  been  attended  with  more  than  the  ordinary 
sickness  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  since  its  establishment,  I  deem 
it  proper,  as  the  physician  in  charge  of  those  entrusted  to  our  care,  to 
give  you  a  brief  report  of  the  same. 

Since  the  removal  to  the  new  building,  the  number  of  admissions  to 
the  institution  has  been  gradually  increasing,  and,  I  believe,  have  aver- 
aged from  42  to  46  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

During  the  summer  months  of  last  year,  we  had  an  unusual  exemption 
from  those  diseases  appertaining  to  that  period,  which  was  evidently 
owing  to  the  free  and  perfect  ventilation  of  the  building,  and  the  care 
and  attention  given  to  diet,  etc.,  and,  contrary  to  my  expectations,  no 
fatal  cases  occurred  from  those  alarming  diseases  of  childhood,  which 
are  epidemic  at  that  season. 

The  fall  months  were  characterized  by  an  unusual  increase  of  opthal- 
mia,  (a  contagious  inflammation  of  the  eyes.)  of  which  we  had  repeated 
outbreaks  at  the  old  Home,  on  Federal  street.  The  disease  attacked 
nearly  all  the  inmates,  assuming  a  purulent  character.  To  combat  this 
serious  affection  successfully  required  the  utmost  care  and  attention  as 
to  treatment  and  nursing,  and  here  I  must  add  my  unqualified  praise 
and  thanks  to  the  Matron,  Miss  Nicholson,  as  well  as  her  able  assistant, 
Miss  McCully,  for  their  zeal  and  attention  to  the  little  sufferers.  The 
number  of  cases  treated  during  the  epidemic  could  not  have  been  less 
than  fifty,  including  secondary  attacks  after  weeks  of  perfect  restora- 
tion, and  with  those  occurring  before  moving  into  the  new  building, 
must  have  been  over  one  hundred  cases,  in  the  past  two  years.  All 
have  recovered  without  loss  of  vision,  with  the  exception  of  one  case 
now  under  treatment,  which  evidently,  from  injury  to  the  eye  at  the 
height  of  the  inflammation,  may  result  in  loss  of  the  sight  of  that 
organ. 

Some  few  cases  of  miasmatic  diseases  (intermittent  and  remittent 
fevers)  have  prevailed,  but  were  not  considered  as  originating  from  the 
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location  of  the  Home,  as  the  surroundings,  soil  and  elevation  warrant 
me  in  saying  that  the  above  diseases  will  not  prevail  to  any  extent  in 
our  institution. 

The  usual  contagious  diseases  of  childhood  (with  exception  of  scarlet 
fever)  have  been  very  prevalent  throughout  the  winter  months- 
Catarrhal  affections  (although  not  classified  as  contagious)  were  first 
observed,  and,  in  some  cases,  complicated  with  pneumonia,  continued 
throughout  this  season.  The  recent  severe  attack  of  measles,  which  at 
one  time  prostrated  nearly  all  the  children,  caused  me  great  anxiety  as 
to  the  ultimate  successful  recovery  of  those  attacked  with  the  disease, 
and  who  were  just  recovering  from  the  catarrhal  affection  ;  but,  I  am 
.iappy,  however,  to  state  that  with  the  care  and  attention  the  little  ones 
received  from  the  Matron  and  her  assistants,  and  the  prompt  efforts  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  in  supplying  the  extra  diet,  as  ordered,  we  were 
able  to  bring  them  through  with  safety. 

The  first  time  since  our  organization,  and  the  ninth  year  as  physician 
to  the  institution,  I  report  to  you  two  deaths  in  the  Home,  Katie 
Renter  and  Thomas  Hughes.  The  former,  one  of  our  first  inmates, 
suffering  from  spinal  disease  when  admitted  in  the  Home,  died  February 
27th,  of  cerebro-spinal-meningitis.  The  latter,  after  an  attack  of 
catarrhal  pneumonia,  complicated  with  measles,  died  April  9th,  of 
catarrhal  croup. 

The  children  of  the  Home,  at  the  present  time,  have  all  recovered 
their  health,  with  the  exception  of  two  cases,  and  these  not  seriously 
affected. 

I  cannot  close  this  hastily  written  report,  without  mentioning  the 
kindness  of  my  friend,  Dr.  Alexander  Marcy,  who,  during  any  tempo- 
ran'  absence  of  myself  from  Camden,  has  always  been  ready  and  willing, 
to  visit  those  at  the  Home  under  my  professional  care.
